(A Review of California Business 
and Industry, by Clem Whitaker) 
The battle for new business is on 

—in full force and vigor! 

If you doubt it, consider the plans 
of California’s leading business and 
industrial establishments for the 
New Year. 

Advertising, sales and promotion- 
al budgets for 1937, according to a 
check of nearly 200 dominant firms, 
representing virtually every branch 
of trade and industry, will show ap- 
proximately a 20 per cent increase 
over 1936. 

A further increase of from 5 to 12 
'per cent will be made in advertis- 
jing appropriations at mid-year, if 
recovery trends continue. 

Nationally, according to a survey 
conducted by Barron’s Financial 
Weekly, somewhat the same con- 
ditions cbtain, with advertising ap- 
propriations for 1937 about 15 per 
cent higher than for 1936. 

Contributing to the new optimism, 
and the determination to share in 
the profits of recovery, 
tion’s business during the four 
weeks preceding Christmas touched 
a new post-depression high of more 
than four billion @dollars! 


Indicative of the upswing in Cali- 
fornia, building permits during 1936 
skyrocketed nearly 60 per cents 
ahead of the previous year’s record. 

New car sales jumped more than 
28 per cent. 

!_ Banking showed approximately a 
13 per cent increase in flow of 
money. 

And department store sales in- 
creased from 10 to 15 per cent. 

The marine strike, however, 
brought drastic set-backs to the San 
Francisco-Oakland bay region, re- 
ducing total gains for the State. 

With possibility that the strike 
{may soon be settled, many New Year 
forecasts indicate a pick-up from 
25 to 30 per cent in California busi- 
ness during 1937. 


Despite all the ground gained, the 
nations businessis little more than 
half way up the ladder toward the 
peak of 1929, but perhaps the most 
indication that complete 
business recovery is on the horizon 
lies in the fact that the present up- 
sweep is rivaling both in rapidity 
and extent the swift recovery from 
the post-war slump during the 1921- 
23 era. 

Even in fact of the maritime 
strike situation, California business, 
with few exceptions, is running 
from 10 to 15 per cent ahead of 
national averages.
